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Ftow to Reach Our CNurseries 


HE WESTON NURSERIES are located in the southern part of the town 

of Weston on Route 30. Route 30 is the Boston to Framingham route over 
Commonwealth Avenue. The Main Nurseries are at 85 Winter Street which is 
the first public road on your left after crossing Wellesley Street. 


From the Boston-Worcester Turnpike take the Weston Road at Wellesley for 21% 
miles and turn left on Brown Street at the new aqueduct. 
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Three early eighteenth-century houses greet all visitors to 
Weston Nurseries. They are reproduced here with other import- 
ant land marks because, in addition to their historical and archi- 
tectural value, they serve as most convenient guides to the different 
nurseries on our 200 acres now under cultivation. 


Sunset House, shown above, was originally the old Leadbetter 
Home. It was purchased by us in the Spring of 1940, and as far as 
was possible, restored to its original condition. Surrounding 
grounds have been properly graded and planted. It is now known 
as the Sunset House because it is situated to the West of the Main 
Office and presents a beautiful picture across the open fields in the 
glow of the late afternoon. This house marks the newer section of 
the Nursery which is being planted with the better varieties of 
Evergreens.

EVERGREEN GROUND COVERS 


In our rugged New England countryside the home-owner often 
has a problem with banks or shady places near the house where it 
is impossible to make a satisfactory lawn. The various evergreen 
ground covers offer the best solution to this problem. The different 
low-growing Junipers will transform a sunny bank. Although the 
Pfitzer Juntper, Sargent Juniper and Andorra Juniper are all low 
and spreading in form, the difference in color and texture of the 
foliage makes a most attractive picture when they are used in com- 
bination. The Arctostaphylos or Bearberry and Pachtistima may be 
used in the same location and the foliage has a bronzy tone in the 
Fall. For shady places Pachysandra, Vinca with its blue flowers, 
or Partridge Berry or Wintergreen with red berries in the Fall, make 
a lovely evergreen carpet. The different varieties of Evergreen 
Euonymus are suitable for ground covers especially the Euonymus 
colorata as it grows rapidly in either sun or shade and has brilliant 
foliage in Autumn and through the Winter months.

This attractive old Colonial home was in all probability built 
by Deacon Abraham Jones in the year 1765. Its panelled walls and 
beautiful fireplaces in every room, have been carefully restored. This 
house is situated to the Northeast, at the junction of Wellesley Street 
and South Avenue. The protected hillside lands at the rear have proved 
most suitable to the growing of Rhododendrons and other broad-leaved 
evergreens.

NATIVE TREES AND SHRUBS 


The interest taken in the use of our native plants for home 
planting is increasing rapidly. We see the increase in highway 
plantings, park developments and flower shows as a definite source 
of beauty. Besides beauty, the factors of soil and climatic adapt- 
ability are all important to the hardiness and permanence of such 
plants. Birds are particularly attracted to the native plants in 
which they have found food and haven for centuries. Native 
plants have become more available in recent years through the 
foresight and development of plant propagation by the nursery- 
men. Plants dug from the wild have often proved unsatisfactory 
in transplanting, besides being a waste of our natural beauty. 
Many of these shrubs have lovely blossoms in spring and summer 
and bright berries in the fall; others contribute to the glory of our 
autumn foliage. The Flowering Dogwood, White Birch, Maple, 
Hemlock, Shad, Pine, Redcedar, and American Elm are trees that 
tell the story of New England. Shrubs such as Winterberry, V1- 
burnum, Sweet Pepperbush, Azalea, Laurel, Elderberry, Sumac, 
Benzoin, and Highbush Blueberry are some favorites that are 
available at our nurseries.

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The Old Farm House, formerly known as the Lieut. Samuel Train 
House, from its first owner and probable builder in the year 1740, derives 
its name from the fact that its sixty-two acres of rich farm lands were 
under continuous cultivation for over a century.

LILACS IN NEW ENGLAND 


It is believed that the first Lilacs planted on American soil were 
imported from England in 1750 by Governor Wentworth of New 
Hampshire. In 1919 the Lilac was voted the flower of New Hamp- 
shire. Because of its hardiness, fragrance and beautiful clusters of 
flowers it always has been a favorite shrub to beautify New Eng- 
land homes. In colonial times it seems to have been the only 
shrub used for this purpose. The lone groups of purple Lilacs seen 
along our country roads to-day have grown for many years, with no 
care except as passersby have broken off clusters of the lovely 
blossoms, and remain today as the sole monument to the early 
settlers. Great improvements have been made in the last half 
century on the old Syringa vulgaris or Common Purple Lilac. 
Now we have Hybrid varieties in clear blue, red, and all shades of 
purple and lavender as a result of the slow difficult work of hybrid- 
ization by Nurserymen and plant lovers all over the world. Every 
New England home should have a collection of Lilacs for its 
historical association as well as for the beauty and fragrance of this 
lovely shrub.

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The Pond shown in the above illustration was built in the summer of 
1940 not far from the Old Farm House. At the far end of the nursery 
fields it contributes an added touch of interest and beauty. One of these 
fields overlooking the pond is entirely given over to Hybrid Lilacs. Dur- 
ing a period of fifteen years Weston Nurseries has succeeded in developing 
a collection of over seventy-five varieties of this popular flowering shrub.

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In order to serve a rapidly increasing clientele it became necessary to 
build, in 1935, the spacious Packing Shed shown above. It was designed 
by Mr. Clark Merrick, architect, and is of steel frame construction. The 
weather vane is of special interest as a replica of the famous horse, 
Smuggler — who in 1876 was known as “the King of the trotting turf.” 
This brown or very dark bay stallion, bred in Columbus, Ohio, was later 
bought by Col. H. S. Russell of Milton, Massachusetts, for $40,000. He 
was the fastest pacer of his day. 


The Packing Shed is located on the South side of the Sales Yard where 
it marks our five-acre Perennial Nursery. Here you will find one of the 
largest collections of hardy Perennials in New England.
